Marine Corpa Air Station (MCAS) Cherry Point is 
the American home of the amazing AV-6B Harrier, 
the VfSTOL attack aircraft that has rewritten the 
rule* for dOM Air Support. 

The Harrier is famous for its ability to work from 
short runways or even )USE a (Orest clearing, but in 
peacetime It is moat often seen above the skies of 
this colossal airfield. Wtitire four 8300 fool by 400 
foot runways sprawl out to form 9 gtfliU cross nearly 
three and a halt miles across. 

Cherry Point is more than just an airfield: it is Ihc 
biggest Marine Corps Air Station in existence and 
one of the largest military establishments in (he 
world. Including dependents, oveT B1.4Q0 people, 
£3 per cent of the local population, rely on the base 
for their livelihoods, 

Cherry Point has a major impact on the economy 
of North Carolina, The Mliry budge! alone for ita 
personnel exceeded 1433 million in 19811. || it the 
Urges,! employer in the state. Hut in many ways, it 
resembles a self-contained town, With 68 miles oE 
roadway within 118 boundaries, its own water and 
sewage plant, shopping centre, numerous sports 
facilities, hospital, chapel, library and McDonalds. 
The total plant value ol the base is over $1.3 billion. 

Cherry Pom! plays a vital role in the defence of 
the nation, and It -1380 acts as a major economic 
boost to eastern North Carolina. The managerial 
skills required 10 run it all so smoothly go far 
beyond those normally used in military life, yet the 
base has an enviable record of operational 
efficiency and is wen respected in the local 
community. 

The principal occupant of MCAS Cherry Point is 
the 2nd Murine Aircraft Wing. Its purpose is clearly 
defined: to act as the Air Combat Element {ACE) for 
the 2nd Marino Expeditionary Force. 

Many observers find it difficult to understand why 
the Marine Corps finds it necessary to maintain a 
complete air force of its own, when the USAF and 
USN have assets capable ol similar tasks. Brigadier 
Ceittiel James Mead, CC MCAS Cherry Point, 
explains:

We have around 450 Aircraft and 
15,000 Marines in the wing: Six squadron* of FfA-lS 
fighter*, four tactical AV-flB squadrons and one 
training squadron, ihree A-6E and one FA-fib 
squadron, two of KC-lEKte, six GH-46E tactical 
helicopter squadrons, two equipped with the CH'
